$300,000 in Stolen Gems 


“Fence” Who. Handled Jewels Stolen From 
Mrs. Hugo P. Schmoellkopf Kept Vow 
He Made When Stricken With Disease. 


By the Associated Press. 
TRENTON, N. J., Sept. 20.— 


John W. Mahan, central figure in 


the sensational Schoellkopf jewel 
robbery in New York, died at his 
old home here toduy after having 
made good his promise to a priest 
that he would restore all of the 
gems, with an approximate aggre- 
gate value of $300,000. 

Mahan was a warped and 
shrunken little man who looked 80 
although he was only 50. Twisted 
grimly by a stroke of paralysis that 
brought him close to death last 
summer, he gave up his long ca- 
reer of crime and vowed to a 
clergyman and to the New York 
police that if death would spare 
him long enough he would recover 
the last gem of the loot which he 
had disposed of for the theleves 
as a “fense.”’ He was released on 
bail and assured libert to search 
where he pleased. That was on 
Jan. 14. Within four days he came 
limping back with the first of four 
strings of pearls. 


Again and again he went out, 
and each time returned with a 
part of the loot, until all had been 
restored. On one occasion Mahan 
met Mrs, Schoellkopf in a New 
York hotel and dumped on the ta- 
ble $125,000 worth of diamonds, 
pearls and rubies. 

The robbery of Mrs. Schoellkopf 
occurred at a gay New Year’s party 
in 1923. Shortly afterward one of 
the thieves, Eugene Moran. who is 
now in prison for the job, took the 
loot ot Mahan, then operating os- 
tensibly as a Broadway jeweler, 
and sold him the lot for $39,500. 
Before he disposed of it all he was 


stricken, and, seeing that the of- | 


ficers were on his track, fled to 
Miami, Fla. When arrested there 
last January, he told the story of 
his part in the crime and his fear 
of dying with his guiét still un- 
atoned. 

With his mission accomplished, 
Mahan returned to his old home 
here and remained in his bedroom 
until his death today,

Miss Dorothy Meyer, 17 years 
old, of 4565 Newberry terrace, 
stenographer for the firm, was 
alone in the office preparing en- 
velopes for the money’s distribution 
when the two young men entered 
with revolvers and ordered her to 
put up her hands. 

“Where is that payroll?” one of 
them asked. 

“Well, you are just five minutes 
ahead of time,”” Miss Meyer re- 
plied. “It hasn't got here yet.” 

Without further words, the in- 
truders fled from the office and 
disappeared in a touring car, in 
which a third man had been wait- 
ing a short distance west on Fin- 
ney avenue.

From Messenger to Firm 
Member, Gave Partners 
False Address.

NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—George 
R. Christian, whose alleged defalca- 
tions from his partners in the 53- 
year-old Stock Exchange firm of 
Day & Heaton were estimated yes- 
terday at “probably close to $1,- 
000,000," is revealed by disclosures 
since his disappearance last morth, 
as a man whose life, outside the 
office, has been veiled in mystery 
for years. 

His rise 
firm’s messenger to 
partnership in 28 years, was s!0w 
compared with the rapidity of his 
descent, after his partner’s alleged 
discovery that he had, since last 
May, at least, been operating ac- 
counts in the name of some of Day 
& Heaton’s oldest and best cus- 
tomers. 

Christian's alleged conduct 
dropped the firm into bankruptcy, 
and caused its suspension from the 
Stock Exchange. At the offices, 
42 Broadway, where Alfred C. Coxe, 
receiver, is in charge, it was said 
yesterday that, while examination 
of the books is not finished, it now 
seems as if the firm’s assets may 
not exceed $750,000. The number 
of securities held in trust, which 
have been sold, may bring the to- 
tal of defalcations to $1,000,000. 

Did Not Know His Adiiress. 

Not until the discovery of tne 
defalcations was Christian consid- 
ered by his partners and business 
associates to be in any way pecu- 
Mar. For years his partners have 
not known where he lived, have 
not been able to reach him by 
telephone or telegraph, and have 
never been asked to call on him, 
although Christian was entertained 
at dinner by’ William W. Heaton, 
senior member of the firm, in Ais 
country home near Mamaroneck, 
a 

Five years ago Christian told his 
partners he lived at 790 Washing- 
ton avenue, Brooklyn. Yesterday 
residents at that address said no 
persons of that name had ever 
lived there. Christian was asked 
by Harry, V. Day why he did not 
have a home telephone. He re- 
plied, according to Day, that “the 
thing would ring so much and dis- 
turb me. You know I work hard, 
and when I leave the office I want 
rest.”” 

Last summer, Day went salmon 
fishing and told Christin he would 
send some salmon to his home ad- 
dress. 

Left Word on Departure. 

‘Don’t send them there,” was 
Christian’s reply, according to Day. 
“Send them to the office and I'll 
give some of them to the boys.” 

Christian’s actual residence for 
three and a half years before he 
moved last month without leaving 
a forwarding address, was 1265 
Bedford avenue, Brooklyn. The 
building is a “walk-up” aparf- 
ment, owned by Dr. J. T. Carrier. 
Christian, his wife, a semf-invalid, 
and his mother-in-law, Mrs. Louis 
B. Prout, occupied six rooms on 
the third floor.

PLENTY OF RUMORS 
HEARD AROUND INA 


Nothing “Elusive” There, 
Correspondent Finds 
After Questioning Many 
of the Residents.

INA, Ill., Sept. 20.—A county of- 
ficial over at Mt. Vernon, which is 
a cityfied town and too large for 
real gossip, had described the ru- 
mors at Ina as to the alleged af- 


fair between the Rev. Lawrence 
Hight and Mrs. Elsie Sweetin by 
using the adjective ‘‘elusive.’’ He 
was wrong. 

There is nothing at all elusive 
about the rumors in Ina. Big, 
black, tangible rumors lurk in front 
of Alex Bumpus’ general store, 
nlongside the Ina “Observer” of- 
fice, in front of the Ina State Bank 
and in every back yard and kitch- 
en. Indeed, every Ina citizen rep- 
resents a rumor. And he makes no 
effort to conceal it. 

Ina, for a month past, has been 
talking. It was this talk which led 
State’s Attorney Thompson and 
Sheriff Holcomb of Jefferson 
County to exhume the body of 
Parson Hight’s wife, Anna, who 
died Sept. 12. It was this talk 
which led to the discovery that 
Mrs. Hight had died from arsenic 
polsoning and not from eating 
spoiled ham, as her physicians re- 
ported. 

No Lack of Witnesses. 

It was this talk which caused au- 
thorities to exhume the body of 
Wilford Sweetin, who died a month 
ago, and to send his viscera to Chi- 
cago for analysis. This talk 
brought about the arrest of Parson 
Hight for murder of his wife He 
was bound over to the October 
grand jury yesterday. 

The State's Attorney will not lack 
for witnesses when the Rev. M. 
Hight comes to trial. All the per- 
sons with whom the correspondent 
has talked expressed themselves as 
willing to tell what they knew on 
the stand. They seemed even a lit- 
tle anxious to be enrolled. Com- 
petition among the witnesses will 
be keen, they realize. 

Constable Walter Carroll threw 
up an arm as the correspondent’s 
automobile rolled into town, in the 
mapner of a man who has waited 
a long time for a reporter. 

“You want to know about the 
Hight case?’’ he questioned: “Well 
—TI might be able to help you out.” 

Two dozen citizens who had 
gathered about looked wistful. Ina, 
it must be remembered, has been 
talking for a month. 

The Constable took a seat on the 
broken tongue of a sulky rake 
drawn up near the Bumpus store 
and with his rumors about him, 
was ready for the first question.

‘“We'ell, I've heard as how he 
said Mrs. Sweetin was the pret- 
tiest woman he’d ever seen. He 
allowed that he liked her figure.” 

“Were they ever seen together?” 

“Yep. They were. Several of 
the boys in town followed ’em. Yes, 
sir. You followed ’em didn’t you, 
Sam ?”’ 

Sam admitted that he had fol- 
lowed them, and then he added, 
“Webley and ‘Hoss’ did, too.” 

“What other rumors?” 


Husband Defended Preacher. 


“We-ell, the folks around here 
say that several men went to Wil- 


out for his wife. And he wouldn’t 
believe "em. He took up for the 
preacher. Said the preacher had 
saved his soul, and he wasn’t goin’ 
to doubt him.” 

At this, general talk broke up 
the Constable’s interview and the 
reporter learned that Parson Hight 
and Wilford Sweetin had been firm 
friends. “The preacher saved Wil- 
ford,” was the comment. Later it 
was explained that Wilford had 
joined the Methodist Church at Ina 
of which Hight still is pastor, be- 
cause “Preacher Hight was so pow- 
erful in prayer.” Mrs. Sweetin at- 
tended the services, too, and the 
rumor is that people got suspicious 
because he prayed for her so often. 

“He usei to visit her house,” the 
informers said. “Several of the 
boys saw him wavin’ to her like 
he was signalin’ before he came.”

Holdup in Office of Missouri 


Bag Company Is Frustrated 


by Waving Hands. 


When four robbers invaded the

The robbers, entering from the 
rear, first met O. L. Hester, the 
salesmanager.

HAD BEEN ACTIVE IN 
PARTY FOR 34 YEARS 


Quit Foundry Job to Be- 
come Constable and Later 
Was Made Committee- 
man and Peace Justice. 


Justice of the Peace James P. 
Miles, a picturesque figure and a 
power in Democratic politics in the 
river wards for the last 34 years, 
died at 6:30 a. m. today at his 
home, 1617 North Eighteenth 
street, following an illness of near- 
ly two months. He was 63 years 
old. 

Three daughters, the 
May, Johanna and Corrine Miles, 
and Mrs. Mary Lyman, a friend of 
the daughters, were at the bedside. 

Miles was seized with a slight 
attack of coughing shortly after 6 
o’clock and when it did not show 
signs of abating, Dr. W. F. Kier, 
3609 Lindell boulevad, was called. 
Before he arrived Miles had 
passed away. _ 

In addition to the three children 
who were with him at his death, 
Miles is survived by a fourth 
daughter, Mrs. Alice Cento, and 
one son, James P. Miles Jr. The 
son, who is under indictment for 
the murder of Charles O’Neal, a 
bartender at the Washington Ho- 
tel, returned to St. Louis last Mon- 
day after seven months’ in hiding 
and gained his release on $40,000 
bond. He surrendered because of 
his father’s critical illness. 


Funeral Services Monday. 


The funeral will be held Mon- 
day, on the sixteenth anniversary 
of the death of Miles’ wife. Serv- 
ices will be at the residence at 
9:30 a. m., after which the body 
will be taken to St. Lawrence 
O’Toole’s Church, Fourteenth and 
O’Fallon streets, where a high 
mass will be said. Burial will be 
in Calvary Cemetery. 

The body will lie in state at the 
Miles home until the funeral serv- 
ices. The family will make no at- 
tempt to restrict the number of 
visitors and this morning the close 
associates of Miles and friends of 
the family arrived at the home 
early to offer assistance, 

Two elderly women, plainly of 
Irish extraction, busied themselves 
about the home and refused to al- 
low the daughters to assist. 

John Sheehan, an undertaker, 
former member of the Board of 
Police Commissioners, and a life- 
long friend of Miles, took charge of 
the body. 

Justice Miles had been in failing 
health for some time, and in the 
latter part of July was taken to 
a hospital to undergo treatment for 
possible curvature of the spine. He 
later insisted on returning to his 
home, and an attack of pneumonia 
followed that left him in a greatly 
weakened condition, unable to 


| overthrow the stomach and liver 


disorders which followed. 

His friends and close political 
associates had held a constant vigil 
at his home during his illness, and 
almost to the Iast minute his 
friends were permitted to enter the 
sickroom, although he was not at 
all times able to recognize or con- 
verse with them. 

Native of “Kerry Patch.” 

Miles was born in what was for- 
merly known as “Kerry Patch,” 
and lived and died there. His 
friends point rather proudly to the 
fact that he held only three “jobs” 
in his lifetime. He was first em- 
ployed by the old Ferguson-Kings- 
land foundry, and worked there 
until he was 29 years old. 

Lure of ward politics took him 
out of the fron foundry in 1890, 
when he was elected Constable of 
the Justice Court then presided 
over by Justice of the Peace Man- 
ning. He held this post for 16 
years, and in 1906 was elected Jus-

The ship's doctor was called but 
he was unable to aid the patient 
owing to the absence of a stomach 
pump. 

He then was transferred to an 
ambulance end taken to a hos- 
pital where he died a short time 
afterward.

Wounded Chekiang soldiers ar- 
riving here this morning said the 
fighting was described as a major 
attack by the Shanghai defenders. 
Fifteen hundred Chekiang troops 
to reinforce the lines west of here 
arrived in Shanghai. Kashing is in 
the general area affected yesterday 
by a reported revolt in the Che- 
kiang troops. 

Observers sald the heaviest ship- 
ment of arms sent to the western 
front in a single day was moved 
from Shanghai this morning. The 
arsenal here is working day and 
night refilling empty shells. 

The Chekiang counterattack at 
daybreak today, the announcement 
said, resulted tn the recovery of al! 
ground lost yesterday and the cap- 
ture of many Kiangsu prisoners.

RADIO’S PART IN POLITICS 


oo eens me oe oe 


N the stress of the political campaign, 
| during which many thousands of ra- 

diophans have been able to tune in the 
words and promises of important can- 
didates (or else have tried to tune them 
out), does it not seem that one partioc- 
ular thing of importance has been neg- 
lected? 

Going down the entire list of politi- 
cians who have used the ether to ap- 
peal to voters, can anyone recall that a 
single one of them has even vaguely 
promised to do anything to improve the 
radio art? 

The excuse offered by most politicians 
at the national capital is that there is 
nothing they can do to improve radio 
conditions, or else that it is well under- 


stood they will do everything in their 
power to promote an art which ranks 
with the printing press, telegraph and 
telephone as a means of disseminating 
knowledge. 

These same politicians seemingly have 
forgotten that the chief trouble with 
radio today is the absence of legisla- 
tion giving the Government the author- 
ity to regulate the art; that for two years 
a struggle was made to get such a bill 
through Congress, and that in spite of 
the warnings of Secretary Hoover and 
the pleas of thousands of radiophans 
such legislation was never enacted into 
law. 


Regardless of the merits of the White 
bill, it is considered imperative by almost 
everybody concerned that some sort of 
legislation dealing with radio be enacted 
50 as te broaden the powers of the Sec- 
retary of Commerce in regulating the 
art, In spite of this, during the last 
Congress the White bill did not even 
come up on the floor of the House for 
debate, Chairman Bertrand H. Snell of 
the House Rules Committee, who was 
asked to help bring in a special rule for 
the consideration of the White bill, pro- 
fessed great interest in the undertaking, 
but doubted whether there was-sufficient 
time for it. Mr. Snell told tha writer 
he was perfectly willing that the White 
bill should be given preference and that 
it undoubtedly should be considered, but 
that the House membership was clamor- 
ing for the consideration of “more im- 
portant matters.” 


A canvass of the House membership at 
that time revealed there was little or 
no opposition to the White bill. But it 
also revealed that out of every 10 mem- 
bers, nine of them either did not under- 
stand the legislation, never having read 


the bill, or were not sufficiently inter- 


ested to care what became of it, 


Since Congress adjourned, however, 
all of these same politicians have been 
scrambling to have their words of po- 
litical wisdom disseminated through the 
ether to the radiophans. Unfortunately, 
radio receiving sets are not equipped 
with devices which would permit the ra- 


mum amplification on sharp peaks over 
a limited band of frequencies. In mul- 
tistage radio frequency amplification 
such characteristics of the intervalve 
circuits tend to produce undesired inter- 
ference by oscillation reacting between 
the circuits. In my present invention, I 
have designed a transformer which 
eliminates these undesired peak char- 
acteristics and responds to a broad band 
of frequencies.” 

The metering device for receiving 
stations which was invented by, Clinton 
W. Hough of Boonville, N. Y. and as- 
signed to Wired Radio, Inc. of New 
York, consists of a meter at each re- 
ceiving station to record the time the 
receiver is in operation. The object of 
the invention is to make provision for 
compensating public service corpora- 
tiona when wired wireless is used, on 
when power lines are utilized for broad- 
casting purposes. : S 

The system for locating the source 
of sound, which was invented by John 
Mills of Wyoming, N. J. and assigned to 
the Western Electric Co., employs 
phase controlling elements associated 
with an adjustable electrical compensa- 
tor in such a manner that wide flucta- 
tions in phase are eliminated. A com- 
pensating circuit wherein the sections 
are composed of inductance elements 
and capacity elements are also provided. 
With this type of connection, the shunt- 
ing of the inductance elements does not 
electrically elminate them from the cir- 
cuit but merely connects the two halves 


of an inductance element in parallel and 


puta this parallel combination in series 
with the capacity element. The values 
of the inductance and capacity elements 
may be so calculated that a series par- 
allel combination, decreases the tend- 
ency to phrase reversal. 

Transmission of radiosignals employ- 
ing undamped waves, which was invent- 
ed by Robert B. Wolverton of Washing- 
ton, D. C., relates ta improvements im 


radio transmission apparatus wherein a 
generator of persistent or undamped os- 
cillations, such as an arc generator, high 
frequency alternator or othen source of 
energy is employed, and has for an ob- 
ject the provision of transmitting ap- 
paratus of such arrangements as will 
permit of rapid fluctations of the sig- 
nal energy with the consequent produc- 
tion of sharp rapid signals at a receiving 
station, a result impossible to be obtained 
satisfactorily by use of hertofore preva- 
lent apparatus. 

“In the employment of generators 
such as the are and high frequency al- 
ternator,” says Mr. Woolverton, “the 
method heretofore employed has been to 
connect the source of persistent -oscilla 
tions directly in the antenna circuit in 
order to make the over-all efficiency as 
high as possible. The interruptions in 
the antenna circuit were then produced 
by a variety of methods such as by vary- 
ing the inductance in the antenna cir- 
cuit by short-circuiting the turna or by 
connecting across the generaton an os- 
cillatory or local tank circuit by means 
of a key, practically all of the generated 
radio frequency energy ia diverted from 
the antenna circuit to the tank circuit. 
There are other means either employed 
or discarded but all so fan devised are 
unsatisfactory, because generally the 
factors, necessary to be varied to pro- 
duce variationg in the antenna circuit, 
have been too great and tend therefore 
to prevent rapid transmission. 

“Tt is therefore proposed to provide 
means fon destroying resonance between 
the antenna or radiating circuit and the 
closed on generating circuit in such a 
manner as to not only obviate any great 
variatin in the elements themselves, but 
also to obviate the interruption of en- 
ergy in the resonance destroying 
means.”

“Well, how about radio legislation? 
Where do you stand on that? What are 
you going to do for radio if you go back 
to Washington?” 

The politicians of all parties have be- 
come absolutely convinced that radio will 
play an important part in this and fu- 
ture campaigns. John W. Davis, the 
Democratic presidential candidate, and 
his boosters are appealing to the radio 
audience whenever possible. Independ- 
ent Leader La Follette planned to use 
the radio almost exclusively in his cam- 
paign, but had to change his plans be- 
cause of the expense involved.

“Millions of voters who in the past 
took only a passive interest in politics,” 
asserts the Republican National Commit- 
tee, “have awakened to active participa- 
tion in the 1924 campaign as a result 
of the general diffusion of political dis- 
cussion and national issues through the 
enormous development of radio-broad- 
casting in recent months. 

“This keener interest and a greater 
desire for understanding on the part of 
the voters has been greatly enhanced 
by the people listening in on the na- 
tional conventions. The lesson has been 
learned and the active launching of the 
campaign, the commencement of the 
speaking engagements, finds millions 
more tuning in on the air.” 

Chairman William M. Butler of th4 
Republican National Committee is great- 
ly impressed by the possibilities of radio 
broadcasting and believes that the re- 
sult of it will be a larger vote than was 
evér cast before and a more accurate 
expression of the will of the people on 
Nov. 4,

HAT wil be the favorite circuit this coming 
\ j season? is a question asked by many interested 
‘ in radio. The replies from some seem to say 
puper-hetcrodyne is bound to be it; others claim much 
for the multi-tube reflex circuits and say thelr econo~- 
my is a point which is much sought for by all; still 
others claim a form of tuned radio frequency re~- 
ceiver, somewhat om the order of the neutrodyne but 
without Its bad features, will take the country by 


storm. 
It goes without question that last season was 4 neu- 


trodyne season and they performed very well when 
it is considered that im the great majority of cases 
the sets were being operated while Improperly neu- 


tralized. 

Manufacturers have realized that present methods of 
neutralization left much to be desired. It could not 
be dome by the average Man; an attempt would be 
made but the job was seldom finished to his satisfac- 
Rion. The feeling that it wasn’t exactly right was ever 
present, and the feeling was usually right. 

Neutralizing by means of compensating coils Is being 
used with much satisfaction, and the process is truly a 
pimple one, and now comes a receiver employing 
two stages of tuned radio frequency, detector and two 
stages of audio frequency amplification, but without 
@ny compensating condensers or coils—in the talk of 
he radio shop, nothing to fuss with. 

This new receiver is known as the Freshman Mas- 
terpiece and was developed by A. W. Franklin, Chief 
Engineer of the Charles Freshman Company, New 
York City. This receiver utilizes specially designed 
coupling coils, wound in such a manner so as to reduce

view, try to make a neatly made bend in the bus bar 
and lose sight of the fact that in making a set pleasing 
to the eye they sacrifice the most essential] features, 
low loss and efficiency. Im this receiver not only is 
the latter obtained but the internal appearance of the 
receiver is improved by its look of simplicity. 

Having fastened the sub-panel, we are next ready 
for the building up of the tuned radio frequency coils. 
There ts but one important point te remember in wind- 
ing these coils and that !s to have the primary of the 
radio frequency coils wound in a reverse direction to 
that of the secondaries. It is said that this reversed 
winding prevents the set from oscillating. The circuit 
is self-balancing when using these tuned radio fre- 
quency units and therefore does not require any 
stabilizer, such as potentiometer or neutralizing con- 
densers. 

These coils have a seven-turn primary and a sixty- 
turn secondary of No. 24 single silk covered wire. In 
order to give the reader a clear conception of this 
winding, which seems to be the most efficient method, 
the figure shows how !t can be accomplished at home. 
First procure wooden disks 3% inches in diameter and 
% imch thick. Draw a circle having a diameter of 
1 5-16 tmches. Upon the circumference of this circle 
drill 15 heles evenly spaced. These holes provide a 
snug fit for % inch wooden dowels. Cut the dowels 
into 1% insh lengths with rounded ends, and glue Inte 
holes drilled. The recesses on the peripheries of the 
disk are to facilitate the interlacing on the outside of 
the coil. 


WINDING COILS. 


After the form is completed proceed to w 
follows: Holding form im the left hand, with the 
poimting toward you, lay the wire over pegs 1 
then inside of 3 and 4 and then over the two following 
and so on until you come to inside of 15 and 1, after 


apart. This is the reason that the distributed capacity 
of the coil is so low. Im winding the second cycle of 
four turns, the fifth turn is laid over and inside of the 
same pegs as the first turm. The sixth turn is laid the 
same way as turn No.3. Seven follows the same path 
as No. 3, and soon. This cycle of turns again creates 
a magnetic field which ig staggered from the field 
made by the first four turnae. 

The coils of wire are each separated Dy & space 
equivalent to the thickness of the wire, and its insula- 
tion ig thereby suffering practically no absorption 
losses through the adjacent wire. Hence the maxi- 
mum amount of inductance is obtained in this form 
of winding. 

Continue winding the required mumber of turns as 
above and after the winding process is completed cut 
the wire, leaving it long enough for a suitable lead.

cabinet. The screws were first fastened 
securely in place with nickeled nuts, 
then two of the threaded circular bind- 
ing post washers, finally the engraved 
bakelite caps. 

If the leads from your ‘“B”. battery 
to the set are unusually long a bypass 
condenser of .005 mfd. capacity may 
prove helpful if connected across the 
“B” plus and “B” minus binding posts 
at the set, to keep radio frequencies 
from creeping in, so to speak, and some- 
what upsetting operation. 

The set operates best for volume and 
clarity combined with d@ plate or “B” 
battery voltage not less than 67% nor 
more than $0 volts, no “C” battery be- 
ing required. As low as 45 volts can 
be used if only headphone reception is 
desired. 


It may be found that lengthening or 
shortening the antenna will affect the 
wave-length range of the set. The writer, 
with a 100-foot antenna over all and 
a standard variometer, found an appar- 
ent range of from 250 to 550 meters 
but with a weakness of DX aignal 
strength and thickness of operation in 
the extreme lower wave lengtha This 
persisted in each of the four-circuit ar- 
rangements experimented with. 

Turn the crystal around and try it 
both ways. The difference in polarity 
sometimes gives a quite apparent differ- 
ence in results. While on the subject 
of polarity, try it on your phones and 
loud speaker connections to the plug. 
There often lies all the difference be- 
tween good and poor reception. 

Tuning the receiver will be found a 
very simple operation.
